portant development of the day in the 
Cudahy abduction case was the discov- 
ery of the house in -which the boy was 
imprisoned. It is situated at 3604 Gro- 
ver street, upon an isolated spot four 
and a half miles southwest of the city-. 
E. A: Cudahy and his boy were with 
the officers, and the lad identified the 
premises. Young Ed"die'Cudah'y"polnt- 
ed out the exact spot in the north room 
where lie Jay i'l'Om the time he was 
taken to the house on Tuesday evening 
until removed on Wednesday night 
He also said he had drank from the 
oaken bucket which stood in one of 
the -adjoining room^ He also indicated 
the broken stairstep'which he has pre- 
vivotisly 
referred 
to as where he 


slipped In going upstairs to his im- 
prisonment. On the second floor was 
found a nrnv weJ.l bucket containing 
water from which the millionaire's son 
had quenched bis thirst.
